THE INUIAN QUESTION ise 
“Fhe condition of one Indian affaira is 
tovday, diyenesed with a greater show of intere 
aat than, perhaps, atany formor times Among 
the writers and statesmen, of this country the 
question has always been digeussed in a man~ 
nav which evinced an almost inexensablo dif. 
furance of opinion; but never before, perbaps, 
have shortesightednasa and ignorance controll- 
ed a quostion of so mneh importance to the 
country and of such dreadful import to those 
immediately under its influence og the subject 
of Indian alfaira in Arizona which, at present, 
is considered with the most disgusting flippanay, 
and ty men whose special duty it is to give it 
dne consideration with tho view to the eradi- 
vation ef the evil and ruinous effects—the 

‘yeault of n mistake of years, 

General Ord, in his report, says: “hostilities 
in Arizona are kept up with a view of protect 
ing the inhabitants, mast of whom are support- 
ed by tha hostilities.” 

In this statement Gen. Ord certainly knows 
there mast be a blending of falsehood, Let us 
enquire under what circumstances ‘and in what 
mannar this protection of the inhabitants ia 
extended No freighter, whether he have Quar- 
termaster’s stores, or merchandise for citizens, 
is ever protected, unless a military officer have 
occasion to accompany his train; in which 
case somo 10 or 12 soldiers; (according to Gen, 
Ord's arrangements) are datailedto accompany 
said officer; and thus afford a species of acci- 
dénial protecticn. 

Neither farmer nor traveller receives. any 
military protection, and we know of none who 
do unless, indeed, the inhabitants of military 
posts, Again Gen. Ord’s report says:—Only 
about 1,000 fighting men of the Apache In- 
diangs are left, The race is fast dying out. 

The absurdity of this statement will be best 
understood by contrast with statements made 
by Gen, Thomas, commanding the Department 
ofthe Pacific, He says : 

In administering on extensive military de- 
partment like this, containing over 450,000 
square miies, or greater by about 100,000equare 
miles than tho original 13 States, occupied by 


a popalation of savages estimated at trom 59, 
000 to 74900, gatrisoned by 3000 men, or 
three to every 450 square miles, who are sent- 
tered in 39 posts, camps and cantonments, 
masy of them only necessible at certain reasons 
of the yearan] after crossing extensive deserts, 
the expenditures are principally due to the cost 
ofteausperting supplies. The expense ofsup 
plying rations at camp Goodwin, ove of the 
posts of Arizova, and of feeling animels there, 
can be comp ared with similar expanses in San 
Francisco, when it ia known that n goud barrel 
of flour van be bought in San Francisco for 
the army for frem $4 to $3 in gold; and it his 
heratofure cost, to take 200 pounds of freight 
to Camp Goodwin, iu Arizona about $90 ip 
gold; going by land from Yuma depet. A 
barrei of flour purchased in Arizona costs, 
delivered at Camp Goodwin, about $25 in gold, 
so that it has cost the Government purchasing 
supplies there or thereabout five or six times 
as much to feed the soldiers there as here, and 
the raticn for 2 horse at Camp Goodwin, costs 
now about five times g9 much as it doegin San 
Francisco. 

There sre 14 posts in Arizona, withan aver> 
age garrison of 15G men each, or 2,100 men, 
There are in ike Territory 3,300 horses and 
mules; and to maintain these troops and ani- 
mals it cost the Government, not including fuel, 
quarters, medical attendance, grms and se- 
coulrements, emmunition, clothing, pay of the 
troops ana employes, or stables, atleast $4,600 
a day; add viher items oll the mcrae expensive, 
whera, as ie Southern Arizona, a font of lumber 
costs 25 cento, and the costs to the Gevein« 
ment for the troops in Arizona is not far fror 
$3,000,000 per annum, 


This represents matters pretty nearly ss they 
sro; with this exception, that in calculating 
prices avery thing is considerably overrated, 

But admitting that it costs three millions of 
dellacs per annum to carry on this mock war 
against the Apachesthe magnanimity of the 
government deserves not to be applauded, but 
its mismsnagoraent condemned, 


An active war has been carried on against 
these Indians during the past six years, costing 
in the aggregate about £15, 000,000 and all this 
has went for nothing, as the Indian is to-day 
more formidable than he was six years aga, 
And ifa like forco operate in like manner for 
the next six years it will certainly accomplish 
no more thun has been done in the past, while 
another $15,000,000 will have parsed from tho 
treasury; from which noreturn will ever ba obs 
tained, Now, itvould appoar to us that enough 
has beon learned in this school ʻo sug 
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gest | Territory concerned, this refutation of false 


the advantages of aichange of experiment, Let 
but halfthe amount of the annual expenditure, 
as calculated by Gen Thomas, he placed at the 
disposal of the Governor of this Territory, to 

| pay citizens to fight the Apuches, and wa will 
venture to predict that wader auch perenge- 
ment tle dawn of 1879 will witneas a thorough 
subjugation of the Apsche--the only founda- 
tion which can over support the edifice of 
peace. 

It is, however, piunsing to note thatwe have xt 
least one General who sees, and in not ashamed 
nor afraid to represent the Indian as beis. We 
refer to the following extrac: from the resort 
of Gen, Sheridan: 


“Pho Indiang bave run ristalong the lines of 
our Western settlements and the emigrant nud 
commercial iiues of travel for many years, 
murdering and plundering without any adeqnate 
punishment, and the Government heretolore 
sought to give protection to eome of its best 
interests hy making presents to those savages, 
or in other wards, while it found it necessary 
to enact the most stringent laws for the govern- 
ment of civilized whites, it was attempting to 
govern a wild, brutal and savage peaple wìth- 
out any lawa at all, or the infliction of any 
punishment for the most heinous crimes. This 
system was vot a success. Ifa white commits 
murder or robs wehang him or send him to 
the penitentiary. If an Indian does tha same 
we have been in the habit of giving him more 
blankets.

WITH i 
THE NETHERLANDS. 

Convention between tha Genaral Post-Office 
of the United States of America and the 
General Post-Office of the Netherlands. 
The undersigned, being thereunto daly au- 

thorized by their respective governments, have 

agreed upou the following Articles for the 
amelioration of the postal aervice hetween the 

United States of America and the Kingdom 

ofthe Netherlands: 

Artictr I. There shall be an exchange of 
correspondence between the United States of 
America and the Kingdom, of the Netherlands 
by means of their respective Pest Departments, 
and this correspondence shall embraco;

2. Newspapers, book-packets, prints of all 
kinds (comprising maps, plans, engravins, 
drawings, photographs, lithegraphs, and all 
otheg like productions of mechanical processes, 
shoets’of music, ctc.,) and patterns or aamples

We last week published some extracts from 


. the annual report of Gea. Ord. and in connec-

Then, weare given to understand 
that these Indians never depredate; that when

Frou Yuma:—The latest accounts thence 


go to show thatthe troughs quartered there 
have recently become more than usually fe- 
tocious. Cn the 18th inst the characters 
named held a free fight at a den of infamy 
loeated somewhere on theontakirts-ofthe town 
The affray resulted in the immediate killing 
of two of the rioters aud the wounding of 
several othera—one of wh om died on the fol - 


lowing day. Two of the parties engaged were 


Americans named Green aud Carr—both of 
whom were fatally stabbed—and the remainder 
were Mexicans, While the Inhabitants express 


their regreta that such a shameful breech of 
law and order should have taken place, it is 
understood and pretty generally admitted that 
society has eustained no loga at all in the affair.

driver and snother man, both of whom fell 
from the stage as soon as shot, Conrado at- 
tem; ted to seize the reins, but stumbling in 
he effort, likewise fell frum the stage while 
ho horses turned and ran forionsly in the di- 
rection of Altar. The Indiaus seeing three men 
fuail from the stege doubt eas beieved them sl] 
‘eed a d xeaordingly turned their attention 
to the horses which by firing a volleyinto them, 
they secon maimed and ovarhauled. ‘This ine 
cident gave Conrado an opportunity to Tun 
tor his lifg—whiel be di} end reached the 
awia in eslety; bat the unfortunate two who 
atid occupied the stage were takes aud butch- 
sreg on the spot.
